The lueeliiig was called lo order at 
balf-pasl four by w, s. Sutherland, the 
president, who then stated his reasons 
for calling it. A petition signed b) 
150 students had been received, asking 
for a meeting to consider the notice 
recently posted by the faculty. He 
then invited discussion on uns Bubjecl 
and called on v. Leiuay, president of 
ili. third year Science, who said, in 
effect, that bo considered a Bysteiu of 
considi ration of each Btudent'a case 
individually by the Faculty would be 
preferable 10 the present BChepje, 

Mr. Ryan, (he circulator of the peti- 
tion calling for the meeting, then ex- 
pounded his views, saying thai many 
of the men attending the Unlver It) 
Ibis year bad come back under tlicini- 
pression that conditions would be the 
same as those which obtained last 
year, and thai great hardship resulte d 
from the fact that the) would be com- 
pelled to remain until March 13 before 
celvlng their degrees. The speaker 
i hen produced the resolution, which 
was afterwards passed, and liandid it 
to the president, who brought M heroic 
the meeting for its consideration. 

In the ensuing discussion. N. T. 
liinks, vice-president of the Under- 
graduate Society, was ol the opinion 
thai men should uot be granted their 
degrees unconditionally, as was tbu 
case last year, lie also objected to the 
wording of otic phrase in the original 
resolution, since ii might I» Inter* 
preted as tasting a slur on ccrlain 
members of the faculty, 

In answer to questions, the chair- 
man said that be bad recently Been the 
Dcau in regard to this matter, and had 
understood from him that the Faculty 
were willing lo allow men leaving al 
the present time to resume their 
studies at the polnl where they left oir 
this year, provided that their standing 
was reasonably satisfactory. The I'ar- 
Ulty had consulted lite military 
authorities as lo an) necessity to cur- 
tall the work of I ho session, but bad 

been Informed 'bat such action was 
unnecessary. 

Mr Smith, who bad also Interviewed 
Dr. Adams on the same subject, staled 
that he had been given lo understand 
that in any case where a request was 
received from the military authorities, 
anting thai the immediate presence of 
a particular man was necessary lo Hie 
organization Of any corps, be would be 
allowed lo leave immcdialclv and 
every considérai ion giv e n htm- 
An amendment was bore introduced

lieved of all except medical duties." The Westminster Gazette says: "War 
demands in its every field a very much greater number of doctors, and the 
few who are left should certainly he saved from the activities of the recruit- 
ing agencies, or the consequence would be a shortage of doctors in the near 
luture not only for ihe civilian population, but for the Army itself, a shortage 
that would be felt for a generation." 

The Daily Telegraph, London. Ens . of recent date, contains a long article 
by Sir Malcolm Morris on "Medical Students and the Army's Needs." He says: 

"That all personal and professional interests must now be subordinated 
to the military needs of the State is fully recognized, but it Is felt that if the 
war is much prolonged it is essential to its successful prosecution that médi- 
tai students, cither in the earlier or the later years of their course, should 
not be diverted from their studies: that, on the contrary, tbey should, if 
ueccssary, be compelled lo complete their training. In view of the present 
insufficiency of the medical service of the country, both military and civil, 
and of tbe further demands which the future may make upon it, all medical 
students, it Is held, should be regarded as war workers. 

"An urgent appeal Is now being made by the Royal Army Medical Corps 
urging medical men to enter this service within tbe next few months, and, 
since tbe profession is already suffering from a serious shortage, the response 
will of necessity be inadequate. The men now in their fourth or fifth year, 
who In due course will quality, arc not sufficient in number even to make up 
for the constant wastage in the Royal Army .Medical Corps from disease and 
death, still less to meet the demand for a substantial accession to the strength 
of tbe corps. AVhcn these men have qualified and been absorbed, there will 
obviously, unless the present policy in relation to junior students is reversed, 
be no others coming forward to fill the ranks as these become depleted. The 
supply will have been cut off at its source. Extreme as the need may be, 
snd, indeed, must be, if the scale of our military operations is greatly cx- 
. ended, there will be no reserves out of which it can be mel. 

"A medical service of pronounced inadequacy would certainly result in a 
rise in the death-rate amongst infants at a time when a falling birtb-ratc is 
inevitable. Many potential mothers will be. widowed by fatalities In the 
field; fewer marriages will be contracted owing lo the mortality among single 
men and to financial stringency, and many marriages will voluntarily be ren- 
Jcred less productive. A considerable increase in infant mortality would in 
lhese circumstances he a national calamity, especially in view of the need 
that will exist for a greatly increased population. 

"Medical students, junior as well as senior, should therefore, as in Ger- 
many, be debarred from joining Ihe Army as combatants, and should be ex- 
pressly recognized as a class which is as vital to the prosecution of tbe war 
and to the essential needs of the Stale as arc combatants, munition makers, 
miners, and others.

of time the authorities responsible for medical education arc prepared to 
curtail the initial and more academic subjects of the curriculum, and to elim- 
inate others, such as gynaecology and midwifery, which arc not required for 
Ihe equipment of a medical officer in the field. 

"They arc also prepared, In the case of hospitals receiving military pa- 
tients, to arrange that even junior students attached to such hospitals shall 
receive instructions in such subjects as ambulance work, stretcher work, and 
rlemcutary die; ting, so as to train a body of men who, iu case of imperative 
need, would form a valuable reinforcement of the Royal Army Medical Corps' 
strength abroad. Such students might be enrolled in a recognized corps— 
toy, the Royal Army Medical Corps division of an Officers Training Corps. 

"Even if all the medical students now registered complete their training, 
the potential reserve which they constitute will be insufficient to meet the 
urgent need for qualified medical men which will arise in the near future,"

In the other debate, it was announc- 
ed that the Diocesan College would 
support the affirmative, while the 
Presbyterians would argue the nega- 
tive.

Wilson, he 
said, had to take a very drastic step 
If he was to take one at all, and there- 
fore adopted a passive policy, as he 
felt that armed intervention would not 
bc necessary to a satisfactory rolu- 
tion of the difficulty. Both the En- 
glish and South American press en- 
dorsed a policy of peace. Wilson 
wished to institute "peace for all nnd 
free election." 

Mr. Strange, in refutation of Mr. 
Find lay's statements, said that Wilson 
did not respect Mexican law. Huerta, 
he held, did succeed constitutionally,

Dr. R. Tait Mackenzie, Arts '89, Med. 
'92, the eminent physical educationist 
and sculptor, whose work is so well 
known at McGUI, is now serving as a 
major in the Royal Army Medical 
Corps at Heaton Park, Manchester, 
England. Major McKcnzic, who has 
been acting as director of physical 
education at the University of Penn- 
sylvania, went overseas last June and 
tried to secure a commission in the 
Canadian Army Medical Services. He 
did not succeed in having his appoint- 
ment confirmed from Ottawa, and so 
look out a commission in the Royal 
Army Medical Corps. After his proba- 
tion. Dr. McKenzle started as a lieu- 
tenant at Aldershot. Later he re- 
ceived promotion to the rank of major, 
and is now in charge of tie medical 
depot at Manchester. 

In his work of canvassing the Lon- 
don hospitals to look up the facilities 
for massage and exercise, and in col- 
lecting the wounded Canadians in 
France and England for removal to 
special convalescent homes, he became 
familiar with the surgery of the war, 
Major McKcnzic writes, aud saw a 
large number of men who had been 
"gassed" as well as wounded with 
shrapnel and the results of the last 
winter in the trenches— the so-called 
"trench-foot." 

Gas Cases Distressing. 

" The gas cases are the most dis- 
tressing," he writes, "and go all the 
way from sudden death from filling 
up of the lungs with mucus due to the 
intenso irritation of the gas, through 
violent bronchitis and strangulation lo 
a low chronic bronchitis complicated 
with heart weakness and inflammation 
of the kidneys. In some the menial 
effect is also profound and lasting. 

"Trench-foot runs all the way from 
a slight frost bite to gangrene, and the 
cases I saw were mostly neuritis fol- 
lowing the injury of four or five 
months before. One man told mc that 
bis feet felt-all right when he began 
to march 7 , but by the time he had gone 
three miles he felt as if he was march- 
ing on his bones. 

"A place of peculiar interest is the 
institute for blinded soldiers and sail- 
ors, under C- Arthur Pearson, presi- 
dent of the National Institute for the 
Blind. He has himself lost bis sight 
and has started the teaching of mas- 
sage to some of the poor fellows blind, 
ed by the foul gases or who havc 
otherwise lost their sight. 

"Many wealthy people bave given up 
their houses as nursing homes, and so 
many offered that the War Office had 
to refuse a large number of good 
Places. I visited Cliveden, the home 
of Waldorf Astor. in whose magnifi- 
cent grounds is the Canadian hospital. 
It. was touching to go through these 
beautiful rooms and halls with the 
groups of bluc-coatcd patients under 
the guidance of Mrs. Astor, whose 
kindness and hospitality arc both 
spontaneous and genuine." 

London l ull of Firebugs. 

Dr. McKcnzic, before receiving his 
commission in the Royal Army Medi- 
cal Corps, took advantage of the In- 
tern), he says, and accepted the offer 
of John S. Sargent to use one of his 
studios to set up a sketch for a pro- 
posed monument to George Whiteficld. 

"Sargent is at work on the great 
decorations for the Boston Public Lib- 
rary," Dr. McKcnzic writes, "and bas 
three studios filled with these great 
works of art that will make a pro- 
found impression on the art world 
when they arc mounted in place." 

Dr. McKcnzic refers to (he heavy ex- 
panded iron netting which was put up 
in preparation for the Zeppelin raids 
which were expected every night, aud 
to the sand and other extinguishers 
which were got ready iu public build- 
ings like the National Picture Gallery 
and South Kensington, " but the real 
danger anticipated," he writes. " was 
from fires set by German agents scat- 
tered throughout London. In the raid 
on Hull and Scarborough nineteen 
such fires were started, and it was 
known that London was full of fire- 
bugs." 

Dr- and Mrs. McKcnzic got lodging, 
ho says in the letter, at Kncllwood, a 
fine old country house, set in a garden 
and park, but now turned into a 
boarding house for officers and their 
wives.

Wilson 
should have copied McKinlcy's Cuban 
policy, " luvasion, reorganization and 
withdrawal."

Before passing judgment on the de- 
baters, Deau Moyso made a few re- ] 
marks, earnestly deploring the lack of !

Mexico, with a 
good internal government, would have 
a great national future- Sir Edward 
Grey, even during the period of the 
Benton furor, praised Wilson s policy. 

Mr. Jones, the second speaker or the 
negative, criticized unfavorably Wil- 
son's policy of " passive indifference" 
and "peace at any price." Peace, l\e 
said, was at too great a price it it in- 
volved the murder of hundreds.

"Whereas, the Faculty has recently 
enacted regulations whereby no stu- 
dent withdrawing from the University 
I before March 15, 1916, will be granted 
Ibis' degree or standing, and any stu- 
dent desiring such concessions must, 
on or about March 15, pass a series or 
special examinations, the concessions 
being restricted to students who enttst 
Tor overseas service or who have ob- 
tained or arc recommended lor coin- 
missions. 

"Whereas, many students, during 
the present session assuming that the 
procedure of 1914-1913 would he con- 
tinued throughout the war. have made 
preparations for enlisting in overseas 
units, and now rind the present regu- 
lations prevent their doing so. 

"Whereas, the present regulation!, 
restrict students to enlisting in units 
mobilized after March 15, when many 
are or may be desirous of joining units 
or their choice new being formed, or 
which will be formed previous to that 
dale. 

"Whereas, the seriousness of the 
present military situation urgently de- 
mands enlarged rather Wan restricted 
facilities to students desiitng of serv- 
ing the Empire in an overseas unit. 

"Resolved, that the Faculty of Ap- 
plied Science be requested to recon- 
sider their decision In this matter, and 
In considering the application of any 
student applying for concessions, the 
said student, having in good tnltn, 
either obtained a commission or Hav- 
ing been recommended for military 
service by competent, military auth- 
orities, that his case be dealt with by 
the Faculty individually and on its 
own merits."

In bis speech in the Mouse of Coui- 
nions on Thursday, Dr. Edwards re- 
ferred to the excellent work that is 
being done ai the Royal Military Col- 
lege and the large number of good of- 
ficers who are being prepared for 
action on the battlefields of France, 
lie tabled a record of the Institution 
for the year and in commenting on it 
said: 

"The students of the Royal Military 
College have brought very great cred- 
it to that institution and to all parts 
of the Dominion, inasmuch as they 
come from all parts or Canada- In 
1911 the number of commissions taken 
in the Imperial army by the gentle- 
men cadets of the college was 30; in 
1915 it was -'2. In the Canadian Per- 
manent Forces 29 commissions were 
taken in 1914, and 39 in 1915. In the 
Canadian Overseas contingents, 21 
commissions were taken in 1911 and 
20 in 1915; or a total in 1911 of 103, 
and in 1915 of S7; or a grand total of 
190. These figures represent lue tot- 
als for u period of 16 months, and !.ho 
percentage of cadets taking commis- 
sions for that period works out at 9S 
per cent of those available. I t link, 
Mr. Speaker, that is a record of which 
this country may well he proud, for 
I repeat that these students arc drawn 
from every province in the Dominion. 
They have brought honor lo cvory 
province, and their record at the. front 
H certainly one of which we may well 
be proud."
